U. S. WILL KEEP HUERTA GRAFTING SCANDAL

A PRISONER ON BORDER TO INVOLVE

Will Not Be Released Until Pan-Americ- an Conferees
Agree Zapatistas Cut Off Railroad to Mexico

City Carranza Curbs Banks.

Washington. Oct. 4 Oen Huerta,
of Mexho, who was made

a prisoner by the United States when he
approached border several months
ago presumably with a view to organiz-
ing an expeditionary force, will not be
released, as recently OUBgOOtOd In an In-

formal way by I'ardlnal QlbbOflO, de-
partment of Justice officials assert that
they have Information concerning
Huerta Internal in Mm loan aaTalra that
Justify his detention until a provisional
government has been established In
Mexico.

The understanding Is that MtMlfO
will not be rollOOld until the United
States and the seven other American
Towers that comprise the
Conference have recognized a govern-
ment south of the Hlo ilrande.

Following the policy of the represen-
tative of the conference
to give all the Mexican faction a hear-
ing. Secretary LOJIOIIHJ received
KUxo Arredutnlo.
